REPRESENTED IN PEKIN.

Ministers Either Received Pass-

ports or Were Sent to Sinan-
Fu Under Guard.

SEYMOUR’S ABILITY TO RESIST AT AN END,

He Probably Has Been

Saved, as 2,300 Re-en-

forcements Moved to His Aid From Tien-
Tsin on Monday.

London, June 28-~The lasgt steamer
srriving at Che-Foo from Tako brought
this message, dated Tien Tsin, Monday,
June 25:

“The Russian Geperal in command of
the relief foree had decided, in view of
Saturday's heavy fighting, and march-
ing, that one day’s rest for the troops
was essentinl  and that the advance
should pot  be resnmed until  to-day.
Meanwhile came Admisl  Seymour's
heliograph that his position was desper-
ate amd that be could only hold out two
days. The relief started at dawn to-day
1 Momdayn™

A dispareh reeceived by the Foreign
Otfice stating that the forelgn legations
were requested to Jeave Pekin within a
speciticd  time I8 dnterpreted in some
quarters as tnotamount to giving the
Ministers their passports and (o a
declaration of war; but as China does
vothing like other countries the oficlial
opinion s that there is nothing to «de
bt to awalt the conrse of eveuts and
to see what the Ministers theiuselves
sy when they are reseued,

OUne thiog is certain, the Powers no
longer  have  representation at the
Chinese capital, The Ministers no longer
are there.

SEYMOUR TERRIBLY HARASSED.

Berlin, Juge 27--The German Consul
at Che-Foo confirms the confents of the
message from Viee Admiral Seymour,
which reached Tien-Tsin Monday, say-
ing that he was then eight miles west-
ward of that city, terribly harassed,
could oply bold out another two Jdays
and bad sisty-theee mwen killed and over
200 wounded, and adds that the Admiral
#sked for the dispateh of a  relief
column of 2000 men. This colnmn left
Tien-Tsin during the morning of June
25 under Russlan command,

LEGATIONERS NOT RESCUED.

London, June 27.-A  special from
Shanghal dated last evening says that
communication with Admiral Seymour

ORDERED TO LEAVE PEKIN.

London, June 27.—The Foreign Office
has issued the following telegram  re-
veived from Mr. W. K. Carles, the Brit-
sl Consul at Tien-Tsin, oodaied, but
prolushly sent June 24, and forwarded
from Che-Foo, June 27:

“A note has been recelved by the
Commisgioner of Customs bere from lo-
spector General Hart (Sir Robert Hart)
41 Pekin, dated June 19, stating that the
forelgn legations had been ordered to
leave Pekin within twenty four hours.”

FOREIGNERS SENT NORTH.

Parls, June 27, 10 a. m.—The French
Consul General at Shanghbai, telegraph-
ing under date of yesterday, announces
thnt the foreign Ministers have depart-
ol from Pekin for the north, accom-
panfed by a Chinese eseort. [t Is sup-
posed that they are headed for Shanghai-
Kouan, following the course of the great
\lzlll. .

NEWS OF THE MINISTERS.

London, June 27.—The latest Shanghai
report says Prince Tuan (the head of the
Chipese Foreign Oftice, and father of
the helr apparent), has sent the lega-
tioners to Ninnp-Fu under escort, and
udids that Kinan-Fu will be the new eapi-
1al, in the event of Pekin being occupled
by the International forces,

The eomnmander of the British first-
class  erniger  Undannted  bhas  landed
lnrge supplies of rifles and ammunition
at Rhanghai, and guns have been placed
in position st commanding points with
the resuit that the forelgners are con-
tilent they can overcome any attack on
the settiement, Into which the foreign-
ers from the outstations arve rapldly con-
gregating.

Acvording to a dispateh from New
Uhwang, the Russians there are barely
able to cope with the situntion. The
Chinese, It appears, are burning all the
railroad wnaterial, killing isolated Rus-
sinns at every opportunity and destroy-
iug the coal mines.

MINISTER WU’'S ADVICES.

Washington, June 27.—The Chinese
Minister called this morning on the
Secretury of State and communicated 1o
him the contents of a dispatch which he
had received from the Tsung LI Yamwen
at P'ekin, dated on the 19h jost. The
dispatch says that the foreign Ministers
had, before this date, asked permission
for the legation guards to enter the city,
which permission had been granted;
that they subsequently asked that these
guards be  reenforced, which the
Chinese Government was not disposed
to permit. The dispatch then goes on to
state that Consul at Tien-Tsin—sup-
posably to be the French Consul Gen-

ULTIMATUM FROM VICEROYS.

Consuls Warned That Coast Cities Must Be In-
sured Neutrality—Seymour Prob-

ably

Safe.

London, June 2, 22 a. m—Acconling to
advices from Bhanghal, the Chinese of-
ficlals, by direction of the Southern Vice-
roys, are asking the Consuls to agree to
conditions “insuring.” as the Chinese say.
“the mneutrallty of Sharghal and other
cuset citler” They are also asking that
foreign warships shall not sail or anchor
near the foris nor go to ports where there
ure no warships mow; that their crews
shal! not go ashore and that the protection
of forelgners be left to the Chiness au-
thorities.

These conditlons are consblered at Shane-
hal to be virtually an ultimatum from
Viceroys Liu Kung Yih and Chane
Chl Tung. The Coneuls desire a sufficient
naval and military foree to back up their
tefusal to comply with these demuands, The
total naval foree there now consists of
wH men with thirty-two guns. The Chl-
nese have 6000 men with #ix guns In the
forts and 10,000 men outside Shanghal with
modern rifles and machine guns,
